Give Information ft» to Formation 
of Steel Corporation, as It Has No 
Access to Needed Documents 


Washington, Aug. 21—Attorney Gen- 


eral Kaox yesterday sent the following 
letter to the joint committee of the 
American Anti-Trust league and dis- 
trict assembly CO, Knights of Labor, in 
reply to one from the committee, re- 
questing information from Mr. Knox 
regarding the United States Steel cor- 
poration: 


I have the honpr to acknowledge the 


receipt of your letter of Aug. 19, 1901. 
In which you request me to obtain for 
you certain information with referenco 
to certain alleged "agreement or agree- 
ments made between the constituent 
companies 
and individuals who or- 


ganized the United States Steel corpora- 
tion." 
You ask me to afford you all 


the information that I may "possess or 
can obtain," and ypu specifically refer 
to an alleged "trust or syndicate agree- 
ment," which you state the president 
of the United States Steel corporation, 
C, M. Schwab, "refused to furnish to 
the United States industrial commis- 
sion when on the witness stand before 
that body;" and you further state that 
your request for information is to be 
understood as covering any "other con- 
tracts cf a similar kind with which yon 
are acquainted or which yoti can obtain 
for us." 


You also state that your request for | 


Information is "founded upon informa- 
tion and belief that, at the time this con- 
tract or these contracts was or were 
made," that I was in some way ofBciall'y 
connected with the Carnegie company, 
nnd yon, therefore, assume that the 
Information which you request must be 
in "my possession or conveniently at 
band." 
I am, therefore, requested to 


give yo"J the substance or, if possible, a 
copy thereof. 


Primarily, permit me to say that your 


request is founded upon an erroneous 
assnmption. 
I do not know who the in- 


dividuals are who arranged the United 
States Steel corporation. 
If they are 


the persons usually named in the news- 
papers as the promoters of that organi- 
sation, with the single exception of C. 
M. Schwab, I don't know, never saw, 
end was never in 'a'ny'way connected 
•with any of them!" 'I'never heard of 
any agreement between them and the 
constituent members of the steel com- 
poration. 


Neither at the time of the formation 


'Of the United States Steel corporation 
nor at any time was I officially con- 
nected with the Carnegie Steel com- 
pany. 
1 was formerly one of i\s legal 


advisers in the Conduct of its manufac- 
turing business, but was never con- 
sulted with refere'nrfd to the formation 
of tbe United States' Steel corporation, 
nor in relation to the sale of that com- 
pany of the shares of stock held by the 
stockholders of the Carnegie company. 
I have never seen the papers or agree- 
ments to which you refer, nor have I 
been informed of their contents. 
I 


have no knowledge whatever of their 
existence, terms or scope. 
I am tbus 


specific, as I desire-to cover both spirit 
and the letter of your Inquiry. 


I may say, moreover, that I have no 


access to the agreement or papers to 
which you refer. 
I know nothing of 


the one to which you especially refer 
and do not even know that such an 
agreement is in existence. 
The infor- 


mation which you request, therefore, is 
not iu my possession or "conveniently 
at hand," as you assume, and it is, 
therefore, impossible for me to comply 
with any of the requests get forth in 
your letter. 
All this information you 


could at nny 
time have 
acquired 


through the usual method of direct per- 
sonal inquiry, thereby avoiding the 
doubtful propriety of addressing me 
through the medium of an open lelttr 
which you concurrently delivered to the 
press. 


Whether, if such papers were acces- 


sible to me, it would be my duty to ob- 
tain them and furnish them for use in 
legal proceedings to which you are a 
party, and the nature of which you do 
not explain, is a question which I do 
not care at this time to discuss. 


If I may regard the letter, as ad- 


dressed to me officially, I will say: If 
this department Is under obligations to 
furnish information to prospective lit- 
igants in undisclosed proceedings its 
responsibilities nnd labors are neces- 
narily greater than they have ever been 
imagined from the time of its forma- 
tion.

two parties to every controversy, it 
would be difficult to discharge such nl- 
legcd duly to both parties, in view tf 
conflicting interests.

The closing of the Pennsylvania and 


Continental plants completely tied up 
the National Tube company in Pitts- 
burg and Wheeling. The company has 
made no effort to start up nt any point. 


The Pennsylvania men went first, 


quitting in response to a call of the or- 
ganizers of the American Federation 
of Labor. 


Until a few days ago the men in these 


establishments were not organized, but 
they have been brought under union 
influence.

The rain began to fall 
in this city 


and 
in Adams shortly before 


< 'clock yesterday afternoon. 
In Ad- 


ams the people scurried ro shelter am 
for some time failed to realize the ex- 
tent of the storm. Quickly, however 
the water began to gather in the Cen- 
ter street square, and it became nec- 
essary to wade through water knee 
deep in the sauare, while the

the small puddles in the road 


become 
brooks and even 
streams, 


water 
poured from everywhere anc 


passage on foot was almost impossible. 


The help in the Berkshire mills in 


order to get home had to wade knee 
deep through water on 
Hoosac street 


and 
so fast was the current 
that 


several 
girls and women had narrow 


escapes from 
being cPrrieja 
awayj 


The 
water rose steadily unitl after 


7.30 o'clock. 
Some people by wading

water reached home while 


others staid over night at the homes of 
friends

had sought shelter. 


Horses driven through some of the 


flooded streets were almost obliged to 
swim and on Hoosac street a driving 
accident occurred that

fatal. Richard Herold of Tiedermann

opposite Frank Sanford's house when 
the horse and cart went over . Mr. 
Herold tried to cling- to Miss Welz, 13 
years old but both fell into the flood. 
The child was quickly carrie ddown 
the stream toward the Hoosac river 
and was saved in the nick of time by 
Officer Brodeau who caught her bj 
the hair. She was unconscious for 
nearly, an hour. Mr. Herold's horse 
b'arely escj&ped drowrfng 
and 
the 


baker himself sustained several bad 
cuts ,on the left arm. 


News of thrilling escapes of men, 


women and children were reported on 
the streets, 
and; townspeople were 


awed at the fierceness of the storm. 
In a good many homes, families were 
frantic at the absence of some one 
or more of their number and it was 
not until after the rain stopped and 
the water receded that it was found 


a^ no lives had been lost and that 


'he damage wag wholly to property. 


The most serious effect from acci- 


dent was that sustained by Mr. Guet. 
tier, son of August Guettler, who broke 
through a window in his 
father's 


house on Albert street and cut an ar- 
tery in his hand. So excited was the 
family that the wound bled till this 
morning and he was in a comatose 
condition when Dr. Mahady dressed 
the wound.

ASSETT RESERVOIR 


ADDED TO FLOOD 


Embankment Gave Way Near 


Dam. 
Dean's Dam Also 
Gave Way 


Tho Bassett reservoir at Cheshire 


Harbor is supposed to have given way 
about 5 o'clock, at wh£ih time the HOO 
sac river began to rise with great 
speed. The stone dam was not washed 
out, as was at first supposed, but at 
Its northeast corner the embank- 
ment gave way. 


The flood of water rushed out and 


cut huge gullies for j(ome dlslUnce, 
tearing out the road about 40 feet 
away. 
Tlva reservoir held about 3,- 


500,000 gallons of water, and while this 
was not the chief cause of the damage, 
still It added materially to the size 
of the flood along the river. 
.Early reports were that the entire 
dam had gone out and that the water 
had come down in a great wave' car- 
rying everything before it like a min- 
iature Johnstown flood, and not until 
this morning could the exact" nature 
of the break be learned. 


At about the same time the dam at 


Dean's reservoir gave way, throwing 
the water from this reservoir at the 
ifoot of GreyJock into Fisk 
IJioolc, 


which was responsible for much of 
the damage to private houses 
and 


caused the largest washout on th« 
Boston & Albany, Dean's reservoir is 
smaller than the Bassett reservoir, 
but sttfl large enough to cause heavy 
losses.

OPHET BROOK 


DID ITS WORST 


Big Section of the Town Suf- 


fered From Its Ram- 


page 


One of the worst damaged sections 


of the town was that between Hoogac 
and Murray streetgi From the bridge 
ovter the Hooeac 
jrfver 
on 
H|Oosac 


street, near tho Berkshire mills, cast 
to East Hoogacj .wa« flooded by; 


brook and the water at 7 'clock along 
that street was fully six feet deep. 
There are washouts and holes in the 
road from 10 to 15 feet deep and from 
8 to 10 feet wide. It was at the junc- 
tion of Hoosac, Summer. East Hoosac 
and North Summer that Tophet brook 
made its^first mad rush from lts reg- 
ular bed. The torrent of water com- 
ing as it did 
from 
the mountains 


could not find room to go under the 
bridge, which extends from the south 
side of East Hoosac to the west side 
of North Summe/ «treet. The bridge Is 
built like a culvert .and considerable 
opposition was made when the town 
voted to build it and Instead of going 
under the bridge the water aided by 
the force of floating debris and timbers 
raised the south end of the bridge on 
end and this formed a barrier. Splash- 
Ing against the upturned timbers the 
water rushed to the east and down 
Hoosac street. 


So great was the depth that the road 


bed could not carry off the water and 
it rushed over the sidewalk on the 
north side of the street and down to- 
ward Murray street. The tar sidewalk 
In. front of the Hoosac street school 
was torn up and large washout close 
to the foundation of the school build- 
ing were made. 
f 


At Mill street which is at right angles 
to Hoosac and Murray streets, 
the 


flood found another avenue and the 
result was that Mill street was a run- 
ning stream. Impassable for over an 
hour. When the water did subside it 
was found to be one of the deepest 
gutted streets In the town. 


From the junction of the four streets 


also, the water coming down what Is 
known as Sebastopai hill and Meadow 
.street cut around the corner of East 
Hoosac and North Summer streets and 
carried away all the dirt from the 
foundation of J. A. Sherman's block, 
the lower floor of which is occupied by 
D. J. Quinn's grocery store . The wa- 
ter continued down Summer street, 
flooding property on the west side and 
gutting the road as far as Waldron 
street .where It emptied Into the MUler 
brook. 


Another section badly damaged by 


Tophet brook was on the west bank 
from Hilbert to the corner of Summer 
street. It was at Hilbert street that the 
flood took a large house owned by 
August Guettler, off jps foundaWon 
and the water poured into the top of 
the windows on the first floor. Two 
women, were In the house and they 
were frantic until rescued by Captain 
Hodecker and Officer Boulger of the 
police force. The business places In 
Gntzbach's block and the ^tenement 
houses of Anton Wittig were flooded 
and goods from the stores went float- 
ing down the stream. 


Still another section flooded by To- 


phet brook was at the rear of Hoosac 
street school building, and at the cor- 
ner of Jordan and Mill strets. At the 
Iatter place, which is only 50 yards 
from where the brook empties Into the 
Hoosac river, the brook overflowed its 
banks and washed a four tenement 
house, owned by the Jette estate, from 
its foundation and gutted the west end 
of Jordan and the north end of Mill 
streets.

LONG HOOSAC RIVER 
HEAVY DAMAGE DONE 


Swollen From Reservoir and 


Small Streams. River Over- 


flowed Quickly 


The Hoosac river at Cheshire har- 


bor was a peaceful stream until it re- 
ceived the water which 
burst from 


Bassett reservoir and came 
roaring 


down the rockey gorge. The effect of 
this added water was at once seen, for 
<he 
water rose and flooded the east 


bank of the river so that a large build- 
ing owned by Mr. Rider at the Har- 
bor 
was carried 
away and loaded 


against 
the old Arnoldsvi'le 
mill, 


owned by W. C. Plunkett & Sons. 


Just below the Arnol-JsviUe mill dam 


the water rushed onto tjje main road 
leading 
from Adams to Cheshire and 


destroyed fully an eighth of a mile of 
the 
state road. It made gutters on 


either side 'of the road six or ele-ht 
feet wide and three or four feet deeo. 


At 
Graham & Clark's woolen mill 


the flood from the river tore out the 
flume and so badly gutted Grove street 
to Quality street that the larsre cobble 
stones left In the cente1- of the street 
make the highw^- almost impassable. 
The iCoumdatfion of the 
company's 


storehouse wag partly undermined and 
it 
will be 
several days before the 


mill begins operation again. 


The next place where the Hoosac did 


serious 
damage was Just below the 


Renfrew 
company's jpcquaxd 
mill 


where 
't washed out two large holes 


In the Boston & Albany track, about 
300 -yards from Park" street. 
One of 


the washouts waa 15 feot wide and the 
track was completely undermined. 


The water from the river On reach- 


ing 
the center of the town flooded 


Weithauper & Bennett, the liverymen 
and carried away the heavy Iron stays 
teneath the Berkshire Inn. It flooded 
Pleasant and Spring streets, 
filling 


the'cellar of the new Barrett hotel a^ 
the cellars of all houses and bulldlnes 
In that vicinity. The sheds owned by 
D. B. Oook were partly undermined 
and are ready to sink in*o the race- 
way that leads from the Renfrew com- 
pany's Dean street dye house. 


Water from the river caused damaare 


to the large belts at Berkshire mill NO. 
4 and at Murray street the footbridge 
was carried away and Albert street 
was flooded so thatvtho cellars 
of 


houses there were filled to overflowing. 
The old 
"nigger bridge" on 
Lime 


street was also carried away and It 
was 
here that th« river soread and 


flooded the Renfrew company's lowejf 
ping-ham mill store house and carried 
away considerable cuts cf cloth. Below 
Lime street th«» river flooded the mead- 
ows owned by Follett, Howland, Cole, 
McAdoo 
Cook, 
Haskina, 
Hodge; 


Ballou, Bond, Oscar COOK, Richmond's 
and Flagg of this city. 


Honse* moved by Miller Brook 


Ordinarily the MiHer brook which 


rises on the «ast mountain and runs 
along the side of the road leading from 
3avoy to North Summer street, is a 
babbling stream not more than 2 feet 
deep. However It swelled BO that It 
carried away a carriage shed owned 
»y George Daniels, about a mile from 
ftoosac street and also carried away 
a barn owned by E, Harrington on 
East Hoogac street. Shortly after the 
barn moved It undermined Mr. Har- 
rington's house and almost before the 
family had time to escape, It under- 


the building toppled Into the stream, 
l*aving the front door of the house 
fading Bkyward. 
The building was 


badly (trained 
and 
wrecked. The 


barn waa smashed Into small sections. 
Again near Richmond's lane the Miller 
brook tipped a amaU 
house 
over, 


which waa on its west bank and which 
was owned by John O'Brien. 


The brook when following its usual 


course flows under a small bridge on 
North Summer street at the east end 
of Waldron street. The debrls how 
ever choked the passage and the water 
cut over the bank and is still running 
aown north Summer street, which it 
has gutted to a point 100 yards north 
of Murray street^ 


F)sk Brooic Damage 


Fisk brook which loads from J. B. 


Dean's pond to the Hoosac River over 
Fisk and Harmony streets did great 
damage. By the bursting of Dean's 
pond it attained an overflow which at 
the Fisk gtreeil 
railroad 
crossing 


swept away a large arch under the 
railroad and took two houbes owned by 
Fred Duffy off th^ir foundations on 
tuiornvony stt«n*t and undermined a 
corner of Mrs. kenyon's house on the 
corner of Temple an Harmony streets, 
A tree saved the two first mentioned 
houses from toppling" over on top of 
each other. 


• «»•( Side Street* Badly » allied 
The section of the town comprising 


Chtrry, Smith, Randall and Summer 
street from Rand to George street was 
also flooded and the streets mention- 
ed gutted. David Richmond's double 
tenement house on the west side or 
Summer street 
was 
undermined so 


that It dropped away from the side- 
walk and the Berkshire company's 
blocks on "Winter street were flooded. 
KandaU street is a mass 
of cobble 


stones and at the corner of Spring and 
Summer streets there was a washout 
3Q feet long, 10 feet deep and eight 
feet wide. - 


Also in the east part of the town 


Orchard, Bast, Crandall, Edmunds and 
Center streets were gutted and torn so 
that much filling in with dirt will be 
necessary. 


East Renfrew was flooded by the 


Ross brook and as a result Lime street 
east of the old "nigger bridge" was 
badly gutted. 


£orest Park Brook 


Perhaps the nearest central damage 


to the town was done by the overflow 
of waier which came fr^-m the Berk- 
shire cotton manufacturing company's 
jeservoir at Forest park. 
It was so 


great that a heavy stone arch only 
erected a couple of years ago under 
Forest 
Park avenue at the north en- 


trance to the park, 
v.as completely 


washed out. 
The wash out was at 


least 70 feet long, 30 fee; wide and 20 
feet deep. After passing through the 
arch the brook goes under a culvert 
to a point fceyond Columbia street and 
thence to the Berkshire mill NO. 3. 
This culvert could not take the water 
and sweeping 
over the arch 
the 


house occupied by Albert Lewis was 
flooded and the 
wate^ ran ' into a 


ftream 
through the Brookside land 


company's property to Maple street and 
turned down Columbia street. It tore 
out 
the sidewalk that skirts Notre 


Dame church property and 
gutted 


Columbia street to a depth of four feet 
next to the sidewalks on either side 
and damaged the electric car tracks. 
The torrent tore out the new sidoualk 
on the corner of Columbia and Hoosac 
streets 
and going down the 
latter 


flooded the Berkshire mill No. 1 weave 
room.

IN WILLIAMSTOWN 


Many Bridges Gone and Hills 


Washed. 
Lightning- 


Causes Fire 


In 
\Vi!!iamstown and 
South 


l!amstown 
and 
between South Wil- 


liamstown and New Ashford, damage 
was 
done by the rain the 
greater 


amount being in South WiHiamstown. 
There 
the storm ragej and the small 


streams became rivers, 
flooding 
the 


highways and fields. A. total estimate 
of the damage cannot be made at this 
time 
with any 
degree to accuracy, 


since many of the outlying districts 
have yet ot be heard from; but it will 
go well into the thousands as can be 
seen by some of the following figures: 
Loss on barns af George W. Sweet, 
selectman of Williamstown, $2000; fur- 
niture in house, $400; dam of Green 
rivor mills, $500; three bridges in New 
Ashford, $400; 
one bridge in South 


Williamstown, $200. The carnage to the 
highways Is considerable, though not 
as 
great as would be expected and 


many individuals lost by their cellars 
becoming flooded or their crops ruined 
by the floods. 


The rain began to fa'J in 
torrents 


shortly 
after 4 o'clock and continued 


until 8 o'clock in tha eveninjr, 
with 


several breaks for a. few minutes each. 
There 
was little lightning with the 


storm 
but a bolt struck one of 
the 


barns 
on the 
farm of George 
"W. 


Sweet and set it afire. 
There was 


another barn and a shed adjoining and 
roon all were In flames. Neighbors 
rushed to the assistance of Mr. Sweet 
and with the p'd of a bucket,brigade 
and hard work on the part of all the 
house was saved. 
The furniture was 


moved from the house and n'aced in 
the rain and much damage waa done 
to it by water. Upon ihls Mr. Sweet 
carried an Insurance of $500. In the 
barns were 
30 tons of good hay and 


tWe was consumed with the buildings. 
The stock was taken out of the barn 
with much difficulty. The loss bn the 
buildings and contents, which includ- 
ing farm implements, will amount to 
$2000, uoon which there Is an insur- 
ance of $900. 


Green river and Its tributaries were 


raging rivers The twin bridges between 
South 
Williamstown 
and the New 


Ashford 
Mne 
were carried awny. 


They were wooden structures and old, 
and needed repair. They were locat- 
ed 
within a few rods cf each other, 


crossing the same stream. This morn 
Ing when the mall carrier brought the 
»»'•; from flttsfleld he was obliged to 
leave hid wagon and 
continue 
on 


horseback, fording the streams. Last 
evening picnic parties \?ho had been 
at Lftke Pontooguc and several people 
who wer« driving to 
WiUlamstown 


or going to PlUsfleldt were held up by 
*h« washing away of tha bridges and 
hod to apend the nUghf In South Wll- 
Hamstown or New Ashford. 


The dam of Green river mills, con- 


t'ucted 
by P. W. Baton A Co. wag ] 
out and 


j/led today. 
The dam erst about $1500 


and 
a like sum will be necessary to 


replace I*. The dam wa« the property 
of Mrs. Towne, 
who leases the mills 


to P. W. Eaton & Co. Aside from the 
loss to Mrs. Towne the firm will ex- 
perience much difficulty ana,a money 
loss 
by being unable to continue its 


work. 
It will be impossible to 
rp- 


place the dam Inside of two months. 
Much gravel and drift y'ood \vas als>o 
washed into the mill, the flume and 
water wheel, 
Increasing the amount 


of damage. 


The going of the 
dam 
probably 


paved the Boston 
Firishlng works 


from 
suffering a loss since the water 


was beginning to back into the rniU 
when 
the dam went out. As it was 


the water reached the main belts and 
the works \vere unable to start this 
mornin?. 


A woman who came from Pownal 


early this iriorrjing reported that a 
bridge 
just over the line had been 


washed 
away and that her horge had 


to ford the stream. 


Road Commissioner I. 
S. Fowler 


made a tour of the town this mornlnc 
and after it estimated the total loss 
to the town on highways and bridges 
at about $2000. Every bridge in Good- 
ell Hollow is gone and the bridge near 
the Leake place in the western part of 
the town is also gone, while Oak Hill 
is completely gutted from top to bot- 
tom.

TOP OR BOTTOM, 


tl»* Question of Which 


Move* tUe Faater In a Wheel. 


Among the many questions which orig- 


inated in cycling and have now donned 
automobile garb and proclaimed them- 
selves as something brand new is the 
time honored, hoary headed alleged prob- 
lem as to whether the top of a wheel 
moves faster than the part which rests 
on the ground. The problem .never was 
intended to be anything but a catch end 
ia peculiarly meritorious on account of 
the semblance of science with which it is 
clothed. The fact that the part of the 
wheel which is in contact with the earth 
has come to a standstill on what might 
be termed a dead center point is so ap- 
parent that any child can see without go- 
ing into any explanation^ and yet there 
are those who w£i argue the question se- 
riously, as if that feature of the problem 
was not apparent to every one. 


The question is as to what is the rela- 


tive speed between the top and the bot- 
tom of a wheel, say, when the wheel is 
28 inches in diameter and is going over a 
frozen lake, to eliminate all unevenness 
of the road. 
The rim, or tire, travels 


faster than the hub, having to make a 
much longer revolution or circuit in the 
same time it takes the hub to revolve, hot 
the part of the tire that is on the ground 
is necessarily traveling at the'same rate 
around its ?wn axis as that part which 
is farthest from the ground. 
If the 


center of the earth be regarded as the 
axis, that part of the wheel which rests 
npon the ground, being nearer the cen- 
tral axis, would be slower than the top 
part, which is farther from the central 
axis. The computation of the difference 
would depend upon the size of the wheel. 


This is not responsive to the question, 


end yet, despite the fact that it reads as 
if intended to convey a wrong impression, 
by a happy fortuitousness is absolutely 
correct. The question as to whether the 
top or bottom of a wheel goes the far- 
ther was originally intended as a "fake" 
question pure and simple. The top of a 
wheel is always the top and never moves 
around the axis. The bottom of a wheel 
is always below and ceases to be the 
bottom the moment it changes its position 
the millionth part of an inch. 


If the discussion was on a chalk mark 


on the rim of a wheel, there would he 
room for discussion, but the top of a 
wheel is always the top, and the top, hub 
and bottom of a rolling wheel advance 
with a speed which is so nearly equal 
that the wheel would have to make a 
complete circuit of the earth to make the 
top of the wheel go thre<> times the diam- 
eter of the wheel farther than the bot- 
tom.—Motor World.

If be be not good 
natured, generous to a fault, careless, in- 
dolent, quick to make friends, quick to 
forget them, I shall be much astonished. 
One notices mea very often taking their 
cigars from an upper waistcoat pocket 
into which the> hove been stuffed. Too 
poor to buy themselves a cigar case? .Not 
a bit of it, but too untidy to keep one or 
too lazy to arrange their cigars into one. 
And the same men almost invariably bite 
the tips off their cigars instead of using a 
penknife or a cigar clipper, a shocking 
habit that not merely fills the mouth with 
tobacco grit, bul disarranges the outer 
leaf, often spoiling an otherwise excellent 
smoke.

And is there anything more eloquent of 
stinginess than the habit, largely in- 
dulged in by Germans, of sticking the 
etump of a cigar on the small blade of a 
penknife and consuming it twtil the glow 
almoist touches the lips?—Royal Maga- 
zine.

A Cloud burst, or what was in re- 


ality a long continued rain storm with 


all the strength of a cloud burst, flood- 


ed the Adams valley last night, dcing 
damage that is estimated 
at 
fully 


$250,000. 
One life was lost, Thomas Fitzpatrick 
of this city being drowned 
in 
the 


meadows south of the city while try- 
ing to rescue a horse which was im- 
prisoned in a lot. In Adams, where 
the flood was at its worst, no lives 
were lost, although there were many 
thrilling escapes. 


The Bassett reservoir at 
Cheshire 


harbor, from which the town of Auams 
gets Us water supply, gave way during 
the storm, adding to the damage done, 
although this was not, as was at first 
supposed the main cause of the flood 
in the town. 


The real cause was the tremendous 


downpour of rain on the mountains 
about the ttawn, whiph filled eve(ry 
rivulet to the size 
of a river and 


v. ashed down the sides of the hills into 
the very heart 
of 
the town. 
Tiny 


streams which a -man 
could juinp 


jcioss yesterday 
noon, were by 7 


o'clock raging torrents ii. which a man 
might easily lose his life. The noise 
of the rushing waters all about the 
town was plainly heard 
above the 


noise of the streets in Adams last night 


The loss to the town of Adams in 


streets and sidewalks ruined, bridges 
gone, reservoir broken, etc., can only 
be estimated. 
One town official this 


morning estimated it at $100,000. Next 
to the town the Berkshire company ts 
the heaviest loser, and $25,000 is be- 
lieved to be a low estimate for this. 
Nearly every mill in Adams lost heav- 
dly, and the damage to private houses 
was enormous. 
Many houses were 


lifted bodily from their foundations, 
and in some cases destroyed. 


The Boston and Albany railroad had 


its tracks washed 
all the way from 


Zylonite past Maple Grove, and 
its 


loss is almost impossible to estimate 
at all accurately. The Hoosac Valley 
street railway also lost heavily. 


There was no communication be- 


tween this city and Adams last night. 
The train south which left here at 6.05 
was stalled at Zylonite, while the train 
due here from Pittsfteld at 5.48 was 
held up at Maple Grove. 


In this city, aside from the flooding 


of the meadows south of the city, the 
loss was small compared with that of 
Adams, although the h'U streets were 
washed out as usual, it is estimated 
that $10,000 will restore the sewers and 
the'streets. The private corporations, 
and the railroad and street railway, 
began promptly to repair the loss, al- 
though not until snow fles will the 
town have entirely recovered its nor- 
mal condition. 


In Williamstown bridges were car- 


ried away and streets badly washed 
and the logs will reach several thou- 
sand dollars.

DETAILS OF DISASTER 


Condition of Berkshire Mills. 


Many Houses Taken From 


Foundations 


The losses in detail would include 


pretty nearly the whole town of Ad- 
ams. 
The condition o£ the streets is 


reported elsewhere. 


The Berkshire mills were the heavi- 


est Sufferers aside from the 
town. 


Berkshire mill number i was flooded 
with water to a depth of 4% to 5 feet. 
There are 500 looms in the weave room 
on the first floor, all of which 
are 


greatly damaged by water. 
Mills 2 


and 3 were less affected, 
and this 


morning it was planned to start them 
this afternoon. 
Mill' number 4 suffer- 


ed considerably, and with mill number 
I will not start for a day or so. Sev-

The Renfrew" company's ,lpwer ging- 


ham mill was damaged to the extent 
of about $2000, while at the Broadly 
mill the raceway was broken and the 
Jacquard mill boiler was flooded. 


The bursting of the dam at Dean's 


reservoir damaged his cider mill and 
carpet cleaning establishment to the 
extent of perhaps $3000. 


Clark and Graham's mill at Maple 


Grove had the flume torn out and can 
not run till Monday. 


George Shand's ice house was total- 


ly wrecked, while among the houses 
moved bodily from their foundations 
were those of the Joseph Jette estate, 
at the corner of Mill and Jordan street, 
of Edward Harington, where the barn 
and rear part of the house fell over 
and were demolished, of John O'Brien 
on Richmond's lane, of August Guetl- 
ter of HUbert street,,of Fred Duffy on 
Harmony street, and a buil'ding owned 
Harmony street, and a building owned 
by Mr. Rider of Cheshire Harbor. 


The Boston & Albany road sustained 


a loss that will probably cost it in the 
neighborhood of $5000 to repair. NO 
trains are running between here and 
Pittsfield today, and there will prob- 
ably 
be 
none till 
late 
tomorrow. 


Trains arc running from Maple Grove 
to Pittsfield. 


Several washouts on the road be- 


tween Maple Grove and Zylonita held 
up two trains and suspended traffic. 
The train due here from Pittsfield at 
5.48 
was unable to get past 
Maple 


Grove. The train which left here at 
6.05 ran down to 
the Maple Grove 


washouts, and on getting no further 
started back to this^city., 


At Zylonite the train crossed a cul- 


vert all right with the exception of 
the engine. 
This went through the 


culvert, which sank under it rather 
than gave way and the engine turned 
over on its sid,e. No one was hurt. 


A 
wrecking 
train 
from 
Pitts- 


field came to Maple Grove thfg morn- 
ing and a large force of men is now 
at work. 


The first damage from the south, 


aside from a few landslides between 
Cheshire Harbor and Maple Grove, Is 
at the ,EIm street bridge ierossing. 
Here a big wash-out in the roadway in 
front of Bo\\en & Morgan's store oc- 
curred, and the 
sand 
was carried 


down across the tracks. The wash- 
out is 60 by 40 feet in size and 15 feet 
deep, and was caused by Uie inability 
of the surface' sewer to carry off the 
water. 
Coming this way, the chief damage 
wag at the crossing of Fisk brook. 
Here the culvert by which the railroad 
crosses the brook was carried complete 
3y out, and the tracks were left sus- 
pended with nothing under them for 
a distance of about 40 feet. The wash- 
out itself wag about 100 feet w'ide. 


A large hole was washed in the road 


bed below the Jacquard mill, and an- 
other this side of there, where the 
water empties from the frog pond into 
the Renfrew company's raceway.

Which Thomas Fitzpat- 


rick Lost Life 


The only fatality of the flood was 


that in which Thomas Fitzpatrick of 
182 Veazie street lost his life. In an 
eflort to save a horse o^ned by O. W 
Welch on the meadows south of the 
city, he fell into the water over his 
depth, and burdened as he was with 
rubber boots, he wag unable to swim 
against the current, and was drownod 


Early In the evening it was reported 


that a promising colt ownec! by I«tr. 
Vv'elch was struggling in the rapidly 
rising water in the Houghton lot, just 
at the north end of what were the 
Flagg1 rto'-idows. Mr_ Fitzpatrick who 
hag for some time been employed by 
Mr. Welch, started dtwn about 11 
o'clock with Frank Little, also em- 
ployed by Mr. Welch, and with Wil- 
liam Welch. 


They started through the meadows 


toward the lot where the horse was 
fenced in, walking along the Ola road 
beside 
of 
which considerable filling 


has been done At one side of th2 road 
there is a sligl\t bank, where there has 
been no filling, and 
suddenly 
Mr. 


Fitzpatrick rtepped off into this. The- 
water was up nearly to his wa'st at 
the timo, ami ho was plunged over his 
depth. 


Mr. Little and young Welch were a 


short distance behind, arid snw him 
go down, but owing t& Un uncertain- 
ty of their footing were imab'-'i to ren- 
der him assistance. He macl-3 ns out- 
cry as he went down, and 
the two 


saw him try to swim, but he was un- 
able to make headway against ' the 
current, and soon sank to come to the 
surface no more^ 
The character of 


the soil, which is from filling that has 
been put in, was such that his feet 
were probably held when he sank into 
it, preventing him from rising. 


The police were at once notified, and 


securing a boat, thoy began to drag 
for the body. It was recovered about 
4 o'clock this morning, lying under the 
rapidly receding water near the place 
where ho was drowned. 


Mr. Fitzpatrick was 34 years old, 


and had lived in this city for the last 
22 years, coming hei'e from Cheshire 
whe-re he was born. He wvas a member 
of St. Francis' church, and was well 
knovn In the city. He leaves a wife 
and 
five children, Thomas, Kilwa 


Minnio, Tlene and Charles. 
He also 


leaves a brother, Kdward, of Chicago, 
and threo sis'tlers, Mrs. Miry Tim- 
othy of this city. Mrs. Ilyau of New 
York, and Miss Margaret Fitzpatrick 
of this city. 


The funeral arrangements have not 


The Hoosac Valley street 
railway 


had a lively time with its track be- 
twen here and Adajns, and cars did 
pot run except between Zylonite and 
the Berkshire mills after g o'clock in 
the evening. At 
midnight, 
howevei 


the company turned its force of HWP 
who have been working on the Ches- 
hire extension all onto the damaged 
tiacks, and by the best of hustling, 
was able to run its cars on schedule 
time from the first regular trip this 
morning. 


The last car south left here a little 


after 8 in the evening, and reached the 
French church In Adams where 
it 


stopped. No cars came to this city on 
the Adams line after that_ , 


The damage to the tracks was chief- 


ly in Adams just this side of the Berk 
shire mills, where for 150 y<irfis the 
track 
wias 
partly undermined and 


partly covered deeply with sand. One 
car was caught at 
this 
point and 


stalled, passengers being finally re^ 
moved with a ladder. 


Just 
this side of Valley park the 


tracks were swept t>y 
the 
current 


overflowing 
from the , river and so 


great was its force that the tracks 
were torn up and swept to the oppo- 
site side o£ the road, where they lay 
out of shape until the force of men 
chased them up and planted 
thenl 


again where they belonged this morn- 
ng. 


At Valley park half a dozen or so 


people remained at the park from the 
afternoon performance, and were un- 
abte to reach this city. They were 
cared for at private houses near the 
park, as were the members of the 
opera compan}'. No evening perform- 
ance was given, but most of the mem- 
bers of the company had gone down.
